Old-Fashioned Massachusetts. 
This is an expensive age. Our richest 
men began witn mere nothing but tncur 
brains and hands, and with little edu­ 
cation* Chester W. Chapin, one of the 
richest men in Massachusetts, when 
he was twenty-one years old let himself 
out to work twelve to fourteen hours a 
day for $12 a month, farming and team­ 
ing from the armory to the boats on 
the Connecticut River; but he laid his 
money up. Now you would insult a 
young stripling of eighteen years to 
offer nim such wages. He was the Tax 
Collector in 1822 for tho town of Spring­ 
field. His fees were $80 for collecting 
$8,000—tho whole taxes for that town. 
He pays more taxes now than tho whole 
town did then. It cost more time and 
travel to collect them then than now. 
The people were so scattering and they 
were so afraid of a Tax Collector, ho 
said, some would run and hide upstairs 
or down cellar when they saw him 
coming, and in some instances hp 
hunted them up in their hiding-places 
after their family said they “wasn’t 
there!” After finding the delinquent 
ho would get a part of the tax money 
and go again for the rest or pay it him* 
self. Ho has paid in this way hundreds 
of dollars, finding it easier to earn the 
money than to collect it. Money was 
scarce and worth something then.. I 
recollect In 1825 or *26, in our town 
meeting, the proposition was to rais6 
for tho coming year $14,000 for the 
town of Springfield, Oliver B. Morris 
arose and objected by saying: “ What 
aro we coming to? It is astonishing 
that pride and ambition, or fashion 
should demand such a tax.” But they 
overruled the old man, and ho lived to 
see pride, fashion and ambition rise 
much higher. A great change surely. 
The fashion in those days I recollect 
When my mother was going to get a 
new dress, or gown, as it was called 
then, the woman that was engaged to 
come to the houso to cut ana make it 
| told hor sho was so tall and largo she 
must get six yards for it. Ftfe yards 
was a common pattern, and fifty cents 
for cutting ana making and a dinpef 
found. What a change from that 
to this! Tho cloth cost $1 ana I! 
making fifty cents, and the dress yr 
jvorn to meeting. The fashion and pay 
of tho preachers has ohanged. The 
first Methodist preacher in our town got 
$100 for one year’s salary, and if ho 
a present of a pair of socks ho must re­ 
port it. The second preacher had a 
wife, and got $150. The third preached 
had a wife and three children, and $35 
was added for each child. Bishop Red­ 
ding in our time got less than $75 a 
year. Also Priest Clough and Lorenzo 
Dow less than either. 
Our old Meth­ 
odist preachers worked for a living and 
for God, instead of a reputation and a 
salary. 
I was thinking about the fashions in 
domestic affairs, say music, fifty-five 
years ago. Govenior Trask and I met 
at Monson for Thanksgiving, with the 
family where he got his wife—at old 
Uncle Saul Squires’, uncle to us both. 
Their house music was, for treble, the 
ti ax spiiming-wbeeL played or ran by 
one of the girls; for the tenor, the large 
spinning-wheel, played by another girl; 
for bass, the old lady whacking away 
the old loom, all working to make their 
music profitable and Healthy. 
The 
fashion of those days was to have a 
good, healthy family of from eight to 
ten children, all learnt to work fof a 
living. What a change! Instead of a 
good, healthy family now, all up in the 
morning early to work, we see from one 
to three little pimping children, with a 
sickly mother, not able to take care of 
two as easily as our mothers would ten, 
fifty years ago, without a hired girL 
The children now must be in fashion— 
be in bed until eight or nine In the 
morning, no appetite, little vitality. 
They play on some kind of instrument, 
and go to school to be crowded with 
more kinds of lessons than our old 
school teachers over knew. But this is 
tho fashion and pretended improvement 
of the age.

The town of Tombstone, rn Arizona* 
has beeu uearly wiped out of existence 
by fire. About 150 buildings were de­ 
stroyed, and 800 people made homeless. 

The fire 
origiuated from tile opening of a barrel 
of whisky, the fumes of which communi­ 
cated with a lighted cigar. 


Both President Garfield and General 
Grant have been at Long Branch for a 
few days, but cordial relations do not ex 
ist between them, and they don’t picnic 
together. President Garfield has no ill- 
will toward the General, but the latter 
feels sore because his brother-in-law was 
not continued in a good office by the 
present administration. 


If tho reported cost of running the 
treasury department of the State of New 
Hampshire be true, it is au exhibition of 
economy which may well commend itself 
to other States. The State treasurer in 
his report for 1880, says the aggregate 
transactions for the year was 82,100,000, 
while the cost of running his department, 
including salaries and other office ex­ 
penses, was only $2,200. 
This hardly 
seems credible, but thou they do business 
down there on the penny principle, and 
very likely this is a true statement of the 
expense of running tho treasurer’s office 
of New Hampshire. 


The New York Legislature passed a 
bill granting teachers iu 
the public 
schools of New York city and Brooklyn, 
a pension. It allowed teachers whose 
aggregate service had beeu tweuty-five 
years, or who had lieeome disabled by 
illness or accident incurred in tho per­ 
formance of duty after fifteen years* serv­ 
ice, to apply to be retired. It authorized 
a board of education, by a two-thirds 
vote, to retire any kucIi applicant, aud 
directed that he should thereafter bo en­ 
titled to an annual allowance of not less 
than half his current salary. Governor 
Cornell vetoed the bill <>n the ground 
that ho thought it was a had policy, and 
if there was doubt as to the right or 
wrong of the measure, it would do no 
harm to postpone the question for an­ 
other year. 


Mr. How ard L. Smith, of Madison, 
won the Lewis prize for the liest oration 
delivered during the commencement ex­ 
ercises of the State University. The sub­ 
ject was “ historical biography,” and was 
by all odds the bliest oration of tho pres­ 
ent commencement. The committee ap­

Economy in Shoe-Making. 


A shoe manufactory now-a-days, that 
is, one of any considerable capacity— 
will cost from $10,000 to $15,000 to 
equip with machinery and improved 
appliances. The economies in the old 
times were necessarily few. Now they 
arc such that not only are the waste 
scraps of upper leather utilized in ex­ 
tracting the oil from them, but, after 
the oil is extracted they are found to 
make good fuel. At one Maasachu- 
setts factory about two barrels of this 
oil are extracted each day, and are used 
in one of the processes of finishing the 
shoes. The scrape of sole leather re­ 
maining after cutting out the soles and 
uppers are utilized for making heels, 
wnile the fleshings, so called, saved 
from the splitting machines where the 
soles are turnecf up, are sold to be 
made into leather board.— Boston Her­ 
ald.

those of men and women who have 
studied these subjects and who arc au­ 
thority upon them. There are many 
mothers who conscientiously -use their 
reason in the management of their chil­ 
dren, who avail themselves of all the 
helps within their reach, and who en­ 
deavor to understand and minister to 
the real needs of both bo ly and mind, 
but a countless number are no more 
prepared to deal with the serious prob­ 
lem as to how OOT children ought to bo 
fed than the little ones themselves.

The chances of a 
woman being obliged to rely on her 
own resources for support, even after 
marriage, are sufficiently numerous to 
justify any one in jierfecting herself in 
whatever branch of bushless or trade 
she may be employed. 
Not to speak 
of the widows, who are left with chil­ 
dren depending on them for support, 
there are numbers of women who assist 
in the family finances, not by atten­ 
tion to home affairs, (which is earning 
a living justas surely) but in other ways, 
aud who are obliged to do so. 
The advice is often given to a young 
anan to learn a trade, not that he should 
feel obliged to follow it all his life, but 
that it is a good tiling to fall back on. 
Now why, with so many chances of a 
woman finding it necessary to fall back 
on something, should she not be pro­ 
vided with that something? To be 
sure. one is apt to be perplexed by the 
multiplicity of advice given as to tho 
education of girls. 
We arc told that 
half the unhappy homes aro caused by 
tho limited knowledge of housekeeping 
possessed by those who take charge of 
them; that half the children born into 
the world die through the ignorance of 
their mothers, and that if girls are to be 
married t hey must be taught tho things 
which it is necessary for them to know. 
At tin* same time young girls are urged 
not to make marriage the chief aim of 
their existence.

TJu? mound-builder was an agricul­ 
turist, as we find by the ancient garden- 
beds aud by his implements. 
Ile had 
a tool which, if it were not a hoe, was 
simply made In vain. 
lie made and wore garments of cloth, 
for wo have seen fragments of the 
shroud that enveloped his form and the 
stone shuttle that was used in weaving 
the material. 
Tho fact of his having 
and using these articles necessitated 
the cultivation of fields, and the people 
who wore cloth garments would live in 
comfortable houses that were probably 
made of wood in this region and adobe 
in the South-west. 
lie was not a roam­ 
ing or a restless being, tor ho had 
venerated sacred places and favorite 
localities for residences, which wore 
generally rear some river or lake. 
His 
bill of fare varied, no doubt, but he was 
fond of fish, for his fishing-spcars are 
found in great quantities near the sites 
of his villages and in tho beds of the 
streams ho frequented. Ho not only 
used spears, but also had seines, for the 
sinkers ara often found on the shores. 
Ho was not low or groveling in his 
tastes, for among the thousands of ob­ 
jects recovered from tho mounds but 
one single specimen borders on the ob­ 
scene. He was industrious, for his 
works indicate many weary days of 
labor, not only on the mounds but on 
objects that wero evidently designed to 
embellish his temples, decorate his per­ 
ro n . o r wdorva h is h o tto . 
He loved his children, and in one re­ 
spect at least they were like our own, 
for they had their toys—tiny stone 
hatchets, no larger than a big man's 
thumb-nail, fashioned with the same 
skill that characterized those made for 
hard service. 
He had a system of hieroglyphic or 
picture writing by which he communi­ 
cated thought or kept a record of 
events, as evidenced bv the stone slabs 
of Davenport, tho tablet from Grave 
Creek and the inscribed stone of Cin­ 
cinnati 
He had a know ledge of practical sur­ 
veying, for his elaborate works at New­ 
ark and Marietta are laid out with pre­ 
cision; tho squares and circles, em­ 
bracing acres in extent, are accurately 
described and his places for defense 
admirably constructed. 
He was a trader, and held communi­ 
cation with those who were at a long 
distance from him, for we find in Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Ohio mounds 
obsidian from Mexico, in the form of 
implements and also in its rough state, 
and sheets of mica w hich he could only 
have obtained by peaceful purchase or 
a system of barter. 
His religion was sujierior to that of 
most idolaters, for his divinity w as an 
exalted one—tho most powerful mani­ 
festation of benignity that was present­ 
ed to his mind, for it was the sun. 
He <lid not dciiend on the slow method 
of conveying news by carriers, but 
flashed his signals fro m mound to mound, 
miles apart. 
He made his own pottery out of a 
substance formed by the union of clay 
and powdered shells, and the articles 
p ro d u c e d were good; lie had a triste for 
o rn a m e n ta tio n , an ti sk e tc h e d fanciful 
designs on the vases that held his food 
and Tho pipes in which he smoked his 
tobacco. 
He cultivated corn and left 
that as a legacy to the Indians, who in 
turn transmitted it to us; he was not, 
however, so far advanced in civilization 
as to make whisky out of it, and right 
here we tile our claim of superiority 
over the mound-builder. 
He loved dis­ 
play, for we have his baton of office, a 
flintily ornamented ax of green stone, 
made entirely too frail and too beautiful 
to have been employed in crushing 
skulls. 
He was a mechanic; no modern 
stone cutter could shape a flint arrow­ 
head of such exquisite beauty and in 
such true pro|»ortions. He was a wood­ 
chopper, for we have his great stone ax 
weighing twelve pounds, and w’hich to­ 
day, if properly adjusted to a handle, 
would do good execution. 
He was a miner, for we find his de­ 
serted mines on Lake Superior anil his 
stone tools just as he left them in tho 
shaft. 
He w as a social being, for ho 
lived in villages; religious, for ho of­ 
fered up sacrifices to tho sun; affec­ 
tionate, for he was sometimes buried 
in the samo mound with his children, 
and a believer in immortality, for his 
choicest property was often placed be­ 
side him in tho grave that he might en­ 
joy it in the land that w as as mysteri­ 
ous to him as it is to ua 
Before closing this branch of tho 
subject another paragraph might bo 
added which will throw some light on 
points that are important: 
In con­ 
structing works, such as we have do- 
! scribed, there is implied a system of 
labor and the employment of such a 
largo number of persons as to pre­ 
clude tho idea that they could havo 
been fed ob tho spoils of the chase 
I alone. Barbarians construct no per­ 
manent defenses, build no temples, pay 
J but little attention to the disposal of 
I their dead, and change their habita- 
I tions as the game they subsist upon mi- 
. grates. Such a magnificent system of 
nubile works as Fa8 carried forward at
